UNDER 37 CFR§ 1.59 



This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR § 1 .59(b), filed on January 7 2004 and also on 
April 10, 2006, to expunge information submitted pursuant to MPEP § 724.05. 

The : petition is DISMISSED . 

Petitioner requests that the information submitted in an Information Disclosure Statement, filed 
October 14, 2003, be expunged from the record. Petitioner states that failure to obtain its return 
would cause irreparable narm to Applicant and the information has not otherwise been made 
public. The petition fee set forth in 37 CFR § 1 . 1 7(h) has been paid. 

The petition is premature because the application has not been allowed or abandoned.
